.State Fair Grounds.

day afternoon the brick tower at the 
southwest corner of the new machin- 
ery hall at the State fair grounds col- 
lapsed, carrying down part of the roof 
and balcony and burying- four men. 
Tho accident was due to the softening' 
of the mortar in the walls by the heavy 
rainstorm of Tuesday njfrn1x 
The 


bricklayers had been talten off the 
building- a few minutes previous to the 
collapse, having- just finished it for the 
rafters. 
But for this fact the mortal- 


ity would have been greater. The men 
at work wore carpenters and plumbers. 


The dead: Henry Hobson, plumber, 


aged 30 and married, crushed and suf- 
focated; James Parks, carpent^, ag-ed 
40, recently married, taken out5 dead. 
The Injured: Chas. Ih-ownell, waterboy, 
ag-ed 33, both leg-s and arms and sev- 
eral ribs broken—will die; Nelson Wil- 
liamson, carpenter, both leg's broken; 
Samuel 
Davenport, boss carpenter, 


badly • bruised by falling bricks; Fred 
Beard, carpenter, badly bruised and 
arm broken; Jimmy Cliuey, slate car- 
rier, leg- broken. 
It was at first supposed that four 


men were buried io the debris and a 
force of men were set at work shovel- 
ing- away the debris. 


The daniiig-e to the building- will 


amount to about SS^OO. 


Secretary trirard, of tho state board 


of agriculture, was seen shortly after 
tho accident, but did not have much to 
say concerning1 the cause. 
He said 


that the mortar had not time to dry, 
and the rain loosened the brick. The 
work has been rushed owing- to the 
near approach of the fair and the walls 
have been carried up faster than the 
mortar could dry. They foil of their 
own weight. 


The plumbers who were caughtwere 


working- on the inside of the tower on 
the ground floor, all of the carpenters 
wore on the balcony inside the build- 
ing, a section of which was carried 
down b}' the falling wall. 


Williamson, whose legs were broken, 


received his injuries by jumping from 
the balcony. The other men near him 
clung to tho rescue and received only 
minor hurts.
